In Department 1 of the Superior Court 
yesterday the Bodkin murder case occupied 
the attention of the court ali the day. Prob- 
ably no case has ever come before the court 
in which the evidence put forward by the 
defense so conflicted with that put forward 
on behalf of the people. Not that there is 
any variance on either side as to the simple 
fact of the shooting having been done by 
J. J. Bodkin, but in the matter of detail. The

teacher, and desired to settle down if he 
could purchase property at. a cheap rate. 
I took considerable interest in him 
on account of his having been a teacher, 
and told him that a property adjacent to 
mine could be purch very cheaply. 
After he came to live on that property he 
helped me to set out my apricot and prune 
trees, and I assisted him in certain work on 
his land. Some time in the spring of 1836 
Elam’s stock tres on my premises. 
Part of the land was planted in barley and 
hay, and someof it was trampled down; the 
vineyard also, which consisted of about nine 
acres, planted with Muscat grapes, was 1n- 
jured to some extent. I told him that he 
must take care of the stock and prevent 
them from trespassing, as iny family de- 
pended on the income from the crops for 
subsistence. He got mad, and to prevent 
any difficulty I left him and returned to my 
house. Some days later, when his calves 
trespassed, I talked with him again, and he 
then said he would whip me  Re- 
peatedly after that his calves trespassed 
on my land, doing more or iess 
damage. After Elam refused to restrain his 
cattle, 1 visited Mr. Montgomery, about the 
16th of May, and on his advice I kepta 
any in which I impounded every head of 
stock, in order to institute a trespass suit 
to recover damages. @n the 12th of June I 
instructed Mr. Montgomery to commence 
proceedings, Between the 16th of May and 
the 12th of June the trespasses were almost 
every day. After the suit had been set it 
was compromised on the night before the 
day of trial. About the of May I 
wrote a polite note to Elam asking him to 
restrain his stock, and received as «n an- 
swer “to go to ——.” Miss Viola Elam 
brought the message. One day I went with 
my gun rebbit. shooting, and when on my 
way home 1 noticed Elam coming toward 
me on horseback at a hard —- Not 
wistfing to meet him, I turned to the left, 
but he also changed his course as if to in- 
tercept me.

SHOOTS HIMSELF. 


A SAN FRANCISCO MAN BLOWS 
HIS BRAINS OUT. 


A Queer Case of Suicide—How He 
Went to His Roomand Put a Bul- 
let Through His Brain—Not in 
Need of Money. 


Yesterday morning, just before the break- 
fast hour, the guests at the Montrose Hotel, 
on the corner of Fourth and Main streets, 
were startled by hearing two muffled pistol- 
shots in rapid succession. The sound could 
not be located for some time, and the wild- 
est excitement prevailed. 

Finally Dr. Mitchell, who has an office in 
the building and boards at the hotel, heard 
groans in a room on the second floor. He 
attempted to open the door, but it was 
locked. He called to the person within, but 
there was no answer, and, with some as 
sistance, he burst the door open. What 
they saw would turn the stoutest heart. A 
man was half lying, half sitting, on a trunk 
ainst the wall, and from his head brains 
and blood were slowly oozing. On the floor 
beside the trunk lay an oid-fashioned Colts 
pistol, which told the story. !

Dr. George H. Mitshell, who Was the first 
man in the room after the shooting, was 
seen by a Times reporter yesterday after- 
oon. “I was sitting in my room,” said 
the r, “about 7:30 o’clock, with my 
wife, when I heard a couple of sharp 
cracks. I thought at first thatit was some 
one b ing w in the hall, and re- 
marked something to my wife about penne 
making such a noise, In a few minu 
one of the ladies in the house came to my 
door and told me that there was somethin 
wrong in one of the rooms. I at once wen 
out, and on going tothe door heard some 
one grenains and I then thought that the 
noises I had heard might have been pistol 
shots. i tried the door and found it locked 
on the inside, and then went for a step- 
ladder, which I placed against the door, 
and on looking through the transom saw a 
man lying on the floor and: the blood pour- 
ing from a wound in his bh which ran 
over the carpet. Iatonce broke open the 
door and went in. f on examina- 
tion, that there were two wounds, one in 
the left breast, about four inches 
above the heart, ana the other in the fore- 
head, directly between the eyes. The man 
was practically dead when I got into the 
room. He had no pulse, but was breathing 
at the time. 1 saw at once that he was be- 
yond all human aid, and therefore did not 
attempt to give him any restoratives, but 
after waiting for some time we telephoned 
for the ambulance and had him removed to 
St. Paul’s Hospital, where he died. I had 
no acquaintance with the man, but was told 
that his name was Edwin Preston, and that 
he had recently came from San Francisco.” 
Mrs. Philbrook, the proprietress of the 
Montrose, said that Preston came to the 
house on the 9th. He stated that he had 
just come from San Francisco, and en 
aroom. He impressed her as a man in 
health, and had some trouble on his mind. 
She did not see him again until Sunda 
about noon, when she met him in the hal! 
and inquired how he felt. He said that he 
was not feeling well, that he could not 
sleep at night. e had had some trouble 
with his wife’s people, who had interfered 
in his family affairs. He also took outa 
picture of three little children, taken in a 
group, two boys and a girl, who, he 
said, were his.

An Unparalleled Storm Visits 
New York. 


All Kinds Almost Entirely 
Suspended. 


A Woman Frozen to Death at Broad- 
way and Fulton Streets. 


Elevated Trains and Street Cars Abandoned— 
Stock Exchange Virtually Closed — The

New York, March 12.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The hardest snowstorm of 
the year occurred today. At 8 o’clock there 
was a foot or over on the ground. A high 
wind caused drifts, which in the upper part 
of the city were three or four feet high. 
Traffic was also suspended. Thousands of 
passengers were blocked on the elevated 
roais. The horse-cars were entirely unable 
to move. People who left up-town by the 
elevated road were unable to get farther 
than Eighth street by the road. Many of 
the more venturesome descended to the 
street by a ladder and walked the rest of

The pvlice authorities 
storm has not been equalled since 1555. Most 
of the police telegraph wires were broken 
down early this morning, and policemen 
have been obliged to tramp many miles, 
carrying important dispatehgs. 

NAVIGATION ABANDONED. 

Midnight.—Owing to the tremendous gale 
and the terrible snowstorm, there have been 
no arrivals or departures from this port. 
Navigation has been almost wholly aban- 
doned in the rivers and harbor, and even 
boats on the different ferries made only in- 
frequent trips. The storm 1s unabated, and 
the wind as furious as ever, but the snow 
has stopped falling. There are snow- 
driffs in the business streets as deep 
as in the country districts. Grown 
persons here never saw the like. There 
are meagre reports from the uptown dis- 
tricts, butin the lower precincts, where the 
| reporfers managea to struggle through the 
| snow and against the wind, more than 100 
fractures of limbs and contusion of skull 
are reported. ‘The ambulance horses at the 
different hospitals were or fagged 
out early in the night, and calls in many 
cases could not be attended to. 

THE STORM MODERATING. | 

1 A.m.—The storm has now slightly mod- 
erated. Every commercial and public elec- 
tric light in the city was ordered shut off 
early in the night for fear the wires would 
break and injure the people. Traffic on the 
elevated roads was not resumed until a late 
hour at night, and thef trains only run at 
irregular intervals. 

Several fires occurred today. In some 
cases the coal supply-wagons of the fire de- 
partment failed to reach the fire, and the 
firemen had to chopdown signs, shutters, 
and all available woodwork for fuel. One 
engine stalled on Broadway, and three 
horses and 50 men worked three hours in 
getting tothe house. — 

The hospitals all had a busy day of it, 
buta majority of the casualties were not 
of a serious nature. Old river men say no 
such night has been known in the last 30 
years. Several boats sunk at their moorings 
at North River piers. From four to six feet 
of snow has fallen on the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company’s road, and it has 
drifted much higher. Many reperts of 
casualties are coming in. 

WRECKS ON ELEVATED ROADS. 

New York, March 12.—About 7 o’clock 
two trains on the Sixth-avenue Elevated 
Railway collided, one train running into 
the rear of the train ahead. The scene that 
followed was indescribable. The engine 
reared up on the end of the last car, and the 
steam escaped in great volumes, but fortu- 
nately rushed upward, thus saving the 
hemmed-in crowd on the forward train, as 
well as those on that end of the platform.
